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DRESS 


REGULATIONS FOR: OFFICERS 


CHAPTER 1 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Authorized Patterns. A commanding 
Officer is forbidden to introduce, or to sanc- 
tion the use of, any unauthorized deviation 
from the sealed patterns of dress, badges, or 
accoutrements. 


2. Provision of Kit. Officers, on first appoint- 
ment to a commission, are required to provide 
themselves with the compulsory articles of kit 
as laid down in dress regulations. They are 
required, at their own expense, to maintain 
this kit in good order and to the scale laid 
down, and to equip themselves with any 
additional articles ordered to be worn. Flying 
clothing and other equipment classed as 
service issues are not required to be main- 
tained at personal expense. 


3. Unauthorized Emblems. No unauthorized 
Omament or emblem is to be worn in uniform. 
An officer, when not on parade, may however 
wear the national flower or emblem on St. 
George’s Day, St. Andrew’s Day, St. David’s 
Day, and St. Patrick’s Day, according to 
nationality, and the poppy on Remembrance 
Day. Flags and emblems, such as Alexandra 
roses, sold on authorized flag days, may also 
be worn when not on parade. Flags and 
emblems are to be of reasonable dimensions 
and are to be worn over the right breast 
pocket or in the left lapel of the greatcoat or 
raincoat. 


4. Scarves. Except when in flying clothing or 
when specially authorized by unit comman- 
ders, scarves are not to be worn with uniform. 


5. Wearing of Trinkets. 


(a) Male officers, when in uniform, are not 
permitted to wear visible watch chains or 
trinkets. Plain rings, however, may be 
worn. 

(b) W.R.A.F. officers are forbidden, when 
in uniform, to wear jewellery (including ear- 
rings). They may, however, wear wedding 
rings, engagement rings, or plain signet rings. 

(c) Sub-para. (6) also applies to P.M. 
R.A.F.N.S. officers, but, when on duty, only 
wedding rings may be worn. 


6. Mourning. 


(a) Court mourning is not to be observed 
by the Royal Air Force, except that officers 
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are to wear a black crepe band, 3} inches wide, 
round the left arm above the elbow when 
attending a Court function. 


(6) In the event of service mourning being 
ordered, special instructions will be issued 
regarding its application and duration. 


(c) Unless otherwise ordered, officers are 
to wear a mourning band of black crepe, 3} 
inches wide, round the left sleeve above the 
elbow, when attending in uniform service 
funerals and associated memorial services 
held on the same day. Mourning bands are 
not to be worn at other memorial services or 
at Ceremonies such as the unveiling of memor- 
= and the celebration of Remembrance 

ay. 


(dz) An officer in private mourning may, 
when in uniform, wear a mourning band as 
described in sub-para. (c), but it must not be 
worn at Court unless the Court is in mourning. 


7. Wearing of Uniform—When Forbidden. 


(a) Serving officers are forbidden to wear 
uniform when participating in non-service 
parades (e.g. on Remembrance Day, Battle of 
Britain Day, etc.), when conditions require 
them to appear in the ranks of the parade with 
serving or ex-service personnel below com- 
missioned rank. This does not preclude the 
wearing of uniform by those officiating at a 
saluting base or appearing officially with a 
party of civic officials. 


(6) Uniform is not to be worn by prospec- 
tive or adopted parliamentary candidates at 
political meetings while canvassing, appearing 
in public, or engaged in any other activity con- 
nected with their candidature. 


(c) An officer is forbidden to wear air force 
uniform of any pattern or date at functions 
where fancy dress is worn. 


8. Public Clothing. Flying or other public 
clothing is not to be worn except when 
authorized on duty. 


9. Flying Badges—When to be Worn. 


(a) An officer is not to wear any aircrew 
badge until authority to do so has been 
granted in accordance with regulations pre- 
scribed from time to time by the Air Council. 


(b) Officers who qualified for the award of 
the flying badge or observer’s badge under 
regulations in force in the Royal Air Force 
before 3rd September, 1939, or under regula- 
tions in force from time to time in the Royal 
Flying Corps or the Royal Naval Air Service, 
may wear the R.A.F. pilot’s badge or ob- 
server’s badge, provided that the qualification 
appears in the official records of officers held 
by the Air Ministry. 

(c) A flying badge is to be worn by an officer 
duly authorized to wear it with air 
force uniforms except Nos. 3 and 7 dresses. 
When, however, an officer has qualified for 
more than one type of flying badge, he is to 
wear that badge which is appropriate to the 
particular aircrew duty for which he is 
categorized. An officer on ceasing to be 
employed on flying duties may elect to wear 
any one of the badges for which he is qualified. 

(d) A flying badge, being a qualification 
badge, is not to be regarded as either a decora- 
tion or the equivalent of a regimental badge 
and is not to be worn except as authorized by 
these or other regulations of the Air Council. 


10. Uniform of Seconded Officers. 


(a) An officer holding a permanent com- 
mission on the active list of the regular Army, 
while seconded to the R.A.F. for flying 
duties, is on all occasions to wear the appro- 
priate uniform of his corps or regiment. 

(6) An officer, other than one referred to in 
sub-para. (a), is required to provide himself 
with and to wear air force uniform while 
seconded to the R.A.F. He will normally 
wear, on the appropriate occasions, the mess 
dress of his parent Service; he may, however, 
buy at his own expense the air force mess dress 
and wear it instead of that of his parent 
Service. 


(c) When qualified as pilots under R.A.F. 
regulations, Army officers seconded or on 
loan to the R.A.F., are, during such service, 
to wear the R.A.F. flying badge with all 
uniforms. 


11. Wearing of Uniform while on Leave from 
Abroad. An officer, proceeding on leave from 
abroad, is to be in possession of uniform for 
use in the event of being detailed for duty 
while on leave or on board ship. 


12. Wearing of Uniform in Foreign Countries. 


(a) An officer, while travelling in a foreign 
country (except ‘when actually accompanying 
air forces or troops), is not to wear uniform 
without having obtained the permission of 
Her Majesty’s representative in that country: 


such permission will be granted only when the 
officer is employed on duty, or attending Court 
or State ceremonies to which he has been 
invited. 
foreign manceuvres can be obtained only 
from the Air Ministry. 


Permission to wear uniform at 


(6) An officer serving with a unit, or taking 
passage, in one of H.M. ships, is to confonm 
to Admiralty regulations as to wearing uni- 
form ashore in foreign ports. 


Wearing of Uniform by Officers and Ex- 
Officers on Ceasing to be Employed 


13. Except as provided in paras. 14, 15, 17, 
19, 21, and 22, officers, other than those serv- 
ing on full pay or holding commissions in 
class ‘‘C.C.” or class “J” of the Royal Air 
Force Reserve of Officers, are forbidden to 
wear uniform. 


14. Officers on the retired and reserve lists 
and ex-officers who are permitted to retain 
their rank under the provisions of Q.R. and 
A.C.I., Chapter 40, Section 10, may wear 
uniforms on the following occasions. 


(a) When attending :— 

(i) Investitures. 

(ii) State ceremonials. 

(iii) Parades in connection with the 
official celebration of the Queen’s birthday. 

(iv) Ceremonials in connection with 
aa aa Day or Battle of Britain 

ay 

(v) War memorial services and oe 
connected therewith, by invitation. 

(vi) Their own weddings. 


(6) When inspecting or visiting:— 

(i) Royal Auxiliary Air Force, Royal 
Air Force Volunteer Reserve, or Royal 
Observer Corps units in an official capacity. 

(ii) Units of the Combined Cadet Corps 
or Air Training Corps on behalf of the 
Air Ministry or of Territorial and Auxiliary 
Forces Associations. 


(c) When on duty as officials, appointed 
by the Air Ministry or by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the R.A.F. Small Arms Association, 
at the annual meeting of the R.N., the Army, 
and the R.A.F., at the National Rifle Associa- 
tion Imperial Meeting, and at rifle meetings 
held under the auspices of the R.A.F. Small 
Arms Association. 


(7d) When holding the appointment of 
A.D.C. to Her Majesty’s Governor-General, 
Governor, etc., on the occasions as ordered 
by such representative of Her Majesty. 


(e) When holding the appointment of Lord 
Lieutenant of a county, Deputy Lieutenant 


of a county, High Sheriff, or Sheriff, on 
occasions when discharging the duties of 
the appointment. 


(f) On occasions in connection with which 
a public announcement is made by the Air 
Ministry regarding the wearing of uniform. 


15. Permission for officers below the rank of 
group captain to wear uniform on occasions 
other than those prescribed in para. 14, and 
within the broad principles indicated in that 
paragraph, is to be obtained from the Air 
Ministry. 


16. The uniform to be worn under the pro- 
visions of paras. 14 and 15 is to be that 
appropriate to the occasion and of a pattern 
approved for current wear in the R.A.F. 
The badges of rank are to be those of the 
rank retained. 


17. Officers who have been invalided from 
the R.A.F. on account of wounds or other 
injuries attributable to war service may 
continue to wear their appropriate uniform 
as long as they remain as patients under 
treatment in the hospital in which they are 
being treated at the time of invaliding. 


18. Permission to wear uniform will be auto- 
matically withdrawn when permission to 
retain rank is withdrawn or cancelled under 
the provisions of Q.Rs. 3006 and 3007. 


19, Notwithstanding anything in the fore- 
going paragraphs, officers on the retired and 
reserve lists are to wear uniform when so 
directed by the Air Ministry. 


20. The provisions of para. 7 are also applic- 
able to officers on the retired and reserve 
lists and to ex-officers who are permitted to 
retain their rank. 


21. These regulations do not restrict the wear- 
ing of uniform by retired R.Aux.A.F. or 
reserve officers when performing any actual 
air force duty, nor do they prohibit the 
wearing of appropriate uniform by officers 
appointed for service with the A.T.C. while 
engaged on duties arising out of their A.T.C. 
obligations. 


22. Uniform to be Worn by Equerries. An 
Officer who holds the appointment of equerry 
to the Queen, or to a member of the Royal 
Family, may wear the uniform of his rank 
appropriate to the occasion at all State 
functions. 


Occasions on which Plain Clothes may be 
Worn 


23. At Home. 


(a) Plain clothes should be worn by officers 
when not on duty, but uniform is to be worn 
at organized evening entertainments on 
stations (e.g. dances, whist drives, boxing 
tournaments). Officers are also to wear 
uniform when attending functions held in 
sergeants’ messes, corporals’ clubs, and 
Station institutes, or any “‘all ranks” functions, 
such as dances, whist drives, etc., which may 
be held on the station. 


(6) Officers may attend station church in 
plain clothes, but C.Os. may exercise their 
discretion in issuing orders requiring uniform 
to be worn on particular occasions. 

(c) Officers may wear plain clothes at 
cinema performances and concerts on stations. 
Officers of the Women’s Services may wear 
civilian evening dress at officers’ mess balls 
and dances, if desired. 


(d) Officers may wear plain clothes in 
troop transports during recreational periods, 
such periods being laid down by the ship’s 
commandant. 

(e) The normal dress for officers’ mess cock- 
tail parties is “‘Jounge suit” for men and the 
dress appropriate to the occasion for ladies. 
C.Os. may, however, order uniform if the 
occasion demands. 


24. Sports and Games Teams. When unit 
sports and games teams visit other R.A.F. 
Stations or R.N. or Army establishments, the 
following instructions are to be observed :— 


(a) When the party is returning to its unit 
the same day, plain clothes or uniform may 
be worn, as appropriate to the occasion. 


(6) When the party is staying overnight 
and officers are expected to dine in mess, they 
are to be in possession of the necessary dress 
to comply with the dress regulations of the 
establishment or station visited. 


25. Abroad. 


(a) In commands abroad where active 
service conditions obtain, discretion is vested 
in the commander-in-chief to make such local 
regulations, conforming as closely as possible 
to the principles laid down in paras. 23 and 
24, as are suitable to the particular conditions 
obtaining in his command. 


(6) Where active service conditions do not 
obtain, the regulations for home commands, 
as laid down in paras. 23 and 24, are to be 
applied, subject to such modifications as the 
commander-in-chief may consider necessary.

CHAPTER 3 
MANNER OF WEARING ORDERS, DECORATIONS, AND MEDALS 


Introduction 


1. The instructions in this chapter apply to 
officers of the Royal Air Force and the 
R.A.F. Reserve and Auxiliary Forces, and to 
retired and released officers, who have been 
granted permission to retain their rank, on 
occasions when they are given specific per- 
mission to wear uniform. Unless otherwise 


stated, the term “officers” applies equally to 
officers of Princess Mary’s Royal Air Force 
Nursing Service, the Women’s Royal Air 
Force, and the Women’s Auxiliary Air Force. 
It is forbidden to wear orders, decorations, 
and medals, or their miniatures or ribbons, 
for the wearing of which authority has not 
been given. 


WEARING OF ORDERS, ETC., WITH DAY UNIFORM 


Occasions on which Orders, Decorations, 
and Medals, are to be Worn 


2. The insignia of orders, decorations, and 
medals (see para. 4), are to be worn with day 
uniform on the following occasions. 


(a) State occasions :— 


(i) When the Sovereign or a representa- 
tive of the Sovereign is present. (See 
para. 3, sub-paras. (a), (4), (c), and (/) for 
exceptions to this rule. 


(ii) The parade in celebration of the 
birthday of the Sovereign. 

(iii) On the occasion of any parade, 
ceremony, or entertainment, at which a 
member of the Royal Family is present, 
when decorations are ordered. 


(6) Official occasions (e.g. a function or 
entertainment given or arranged by a govern- 
ment department), when decorations are 
ordered.* 


(c) Royal escorts. 

(ad) Guards at royal residences. 

(e) Guards of honour. 

(f) General and district courts-martial. 


(g) Service funerals and memorial services 
connected therewith. 


(h) Parades which 
service. 


(j) Ceremonial and passing-out parades t+ 
(see para. 3 (e) for the exception to this rule). 


(k) When specially ordered. 


(1) Aiguillettes are to be worn by entitled 
officers on the above-mentioned occasions, 
with the exception of those mentioned in 
sub-par as. (e) and (f).

Occasions on which Orders, Decorations, 
and Medals, are Not to be Worn 
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3. The insignia of orders, decorations, and 
medals, are not to be worn:— 


(a) When attending an investiture as the 
recipient of an order, decoration, or medal. 


(6) When granted a Private audience with

(c) When attending royal garden parties.t 
(d) When on leave or pass. 


(e) By reviewing or inspecting officers and 
their staffs on ceremonial and passing-out 
parades.t 


(f) When attending parades or ceremonies 
as spectators, unless specially ordered to 
wear them.t 


(g) On tropical shirts or bush jackets. 


(h) When wearing greatcoats, raincoats. 
or protective working clothing. 


* An official occasion is one for which 
“decorations” are intimated on the invitation 
card. It is impracticable to give a more 
specific definition, but hosts and guests should 
understand that, where “decorations” are 
intimated, insignia of orders, decorations, 
and medals, as prescribed in para. 4, are 
required to be worn. 


t Reviewing or inspecting officers and 
their staffs are not to wear orders, decorations, 
and medals. The C.O. of the unit on parade 
and the air officer commanding the group or 
higher formation to which the unit belongs 
are, when attending upon the reviewing sas 
inspecting Officer, regarded as being o 
parade with their unit, even though ‘hey 
take no part in parade movements. They, 
and any members of their staffs who are also 
present in any attendant capacity, are 
therefore to wear orders, decorations, and 
medals.

Manner of Wearing Ribbons 


5. The ribbon of an order, decoration, or 
medal, is to be worn from the date of the 
official notification of the award. 


6. Persons to whom any of the orders, 
decorations, and medals, detailed in para. 37, 
have been awarded, or who have been granted 
a mention in despatches or a King’s or Queen’s 
Commendation, are to wear the ribbon or 
emblem thereof with service uniform, irre- 
spective of the status of the individual at the 
time of the award, e.g. a ribbon of an award 
or an emblem received by a civilian is to be 
worn with service uniform on subsequent 
entry into the Royal Air Force. 


7. The ribbons of orders, when ribbons 
alone are worn, are to be of the width of the 
ribbon of the membership of the order. If 
there is no membership class, the ribbon is to 
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order. For the Orders of the Bath and of the 
British Empire the appropriate ribbon is 
14 inches wide. 


8. Medal ribbons (without the insignia of 
orders, etc.) are to be worn by entitled per- 
sonnel on the left breast of No. 1 dress (new 
and old pattern), No. 2 dress, No. 6 dress, 
and bush jackets. Officers of Princess Mary’s 
Royal Air Force Nursing Service are to wear 
medal ribbons on their barathea capes in 
No. 2 dress and, at tropical stations only, on 
the overalls of No. 7 dress. Medal ribbons are 
not to be worn on home and tropical shirts, 
on greatcoats, raincoats, or on _ protective 
working clothing. 


9. The ribbons are to be worn in the sequence 
laid down in para. 37 and are to be sewn 
without intervals on home pattern uniforms. 
A row is to consist of not more than four 
ribbons. When more than four ribbons are 
worn, they are to be made up to display as 
many complete rows of four as possible, and 
any remaining ribbons are to be worn in a 
short row at the top. To ensure that no 
ribbon is either wholly or partly obscured by 
the lapel or collar, the upper row or rows 
is/are to be shortened as necessary to display 
as many complete ribbons as possible in the 
space between the edge of the lapel or collar 
and the sleeve-head seam. The bottom row 
of ribbons is to be placed immediately and 
centrally above the flap of the left breast 
pocket, and each succeeding row placed 
centrally above the row immediately below it, 
except when it is necessary for any row or 
rows to be shortened to ensure that no ribbon 
is wholly or partly obscured. The space 
between the rows is to be one-eighth of an 
inch, and the length (or depth) of the ribbons 
seven-sixteenths of an inch. If four or more 
rows of ribbons are worn, they are to be 
worm without the space between the rows. 
When worn with No. 6 dress (including bush 
jacket) ribbons are to be arranged as detailed 
above, but are to be mounted on the medal 
ribbon brooch referred to in para. 13. 


10. Certain medals awarded by civilian 
societies and institutions are worn on the 
right breast, immediately and centrally above 
the flap of the right breast pocket (see para. 35). 


Manner of Wearing Emblems on Ribbons 
to Denote Bars to Decorations, etc. 


11. The undermentioned emblems are to be 
worn on the ribbons of certain decorations, 
etc., to denote that the wearer has been 
awarded a bar or a clasp to the original 
decoration, etc. The emblems do not form 
part of the decoration, and are not to be 


worn on the ribbon when the decoration 
or medal is worn either in original or in

12. (a) A mention in despatches or a King’s 
or Queen’s Commendation is denoted by an 
oak leaf emblem. The emblem is in three 
sizes: the large size is for attachment to the 
ribbon when the medal is worn (see para. 15); 
the medium size is for attachment to the 
ribbon when the medal is not worn; and the 
small size is for use with the miniature medal. 


(b) The medium-sized oak leaf is to be 
worn horizontally in the centre of the ribbon, 
with the stem to the wearer’s right. If an 
appropriate decoration or medal has not been 
awarded, the emblem is to be worn directly 
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on the jacket after all medal ribbons or, if 
there are no medal ribbons, in the position 
in which a single medal ribbon would be 
worn. 


(c) Instructions about the ribbons on which 
emblems are to be worn are contained in 
paras. 38 to 44. 


(d) Irrespective of the number of mentions 
in despatches awarded, only one oak leaf 
emblem is to be worn for each of the World 
Wars, or for campaigns between the World 
Wars or after the Second World War, 1939- 
1945. Only one oak leaf emblem denoting a 
King’s or Queen’s Commendation is to be 
worn, unless one was awarded for brave 
conduct as a civilian during the Second 
World War and if that emblem can be worn 
on the ribbon of the Defence Medal. 


Medal Ribbon Brooches 


13. (a) To allow medal ribbons to be de- 
tached from tropical uniform a medal ribbon 
brooch is to be used. These brooches can be 
obtained in sizes | to 4, size 1 accommodating 
one medal ribbon and each subsequent size 
allowing for an additional medal ribbon. 


(6) Officers are to make their own arrange- 
ments for obtaining medal ribbons and 
brooches, as required. 


Manner of Wearing Orders, Decorations, 
and Medals 


14. Orders, decorations, and medals are to 
be worn in a horizontal line, suspended from 
a single medal brooch (of which no part is to 
be visible), in the order of precedence laid 
down in para. 37. The medal brooch is to be 
placed directly over any medal ribbons 
already stitched to the garment. 


15. When, because of their number, orders, 
decorations, and medals, cannot be suspended 
from the brooch so that they can be fully 
seen, they are to overlap, the highest award 
showing in full. Medals are to be worn to 
show the obverse side uppermost (normally 
the Sovereign’s head). Bars and clasps are 
to be affixed so that they are equidistant from 
the top and bottom of the ribbon, the first 
bar or clasp awarded being nearest to the 
medal. A _ large-size emblem denoting a 
mention in despatches or a King’s or Queen’s 
Commendation Is to be worn with the appro- 
priate medal, and is to be affixed to the centre 
of the ribbon at an angle of sixty degrees from 
the inside edge of the ribbon, with the leaves 
pointing upwards towards the left shoulder. 


16. When decorations and medals are worn, 
the ribbon is normally to be 1} inches in 
length. When two or more decorations and 
medals are worn, they are to be arranged so 
that the lower edges (or the lowest points of 
stars) are in line. Owing to the differing 
lengths of decorations and medals, and the 
addition of bars or clasps, it may be necessary, 
exceptionally, for ribbons of greater length 
than 1} inches to be worn. 


17. As an alternative, decorations and medals 
may be mounted in “court” style, viz. the 
decorations and medals are mounted on a 
frame, the length of which depends on the 
first decoration or medal to be mounted, 
which must show 1} inches of ribbon from 
the top of the frame to the ring or bar of the 
decoration or medal. The ribbon is extended 
over the back of the frame and up the front, 
so that it covers the frame behind the medals. 
The medals are sewn to the frame, which 
should reach to approximately the centre of 
the decorations or medals, but these must all 
be level at the bottom edge. The chief advan- 
tage of the ‘“‘court” style mounting is that 
decorations and medals are firmly fixed, thus 
preventing damage to enamelled facings. 


18. When members of the women’s forces 
are required to wear orders, decorations, and 
medals, with day uniform, they are to be worn 
in the same manner as that prescribed for 
men. 


Medal Brooches 


19. (a) To enable an officer to wear medals 
when ordered, a medal brooch should be 
obtained. They are obtainable in sizes 1 to 
5, and the medals with ribbons attached are 
to be fixed to the brooch. The medal brooch 
should not be confused with the medal ribbon 
brooch for tropical uniform (para. 13). 


(6) Officers are to make their own arrange- 
ments for obtaining medal brooches and the 
fitting of medals and ribbons to them, but 
they may be procured on prepayment through 
unit equipment stores. 


Manner of Wearing Orders and Decorations 
Otherwise than on Ribbons on the Breast 


20. Orders and decorations which are worn 
otherwise than on ribbons on the breast are 
to be worn as follows :— 


(a) The insignia of the Ist Class (Knights 
of the Garter, the Thistle, and St. Patrick, 
and Knights and Dames Grand Cross and 
Knights and Dames Grand Commander of 
other orders) are worn as follows :— 
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(i) The broad riband of Knights of the 
Orders of the Garter and the Thistle over 
the left shoulder under the shoulder strap 
(if any), and under the belt of the jacket 
back and front, the bow from which the 
badge is suspended resting on the right hip 
immediately below the belt of the jacket. 
The broad riband of Knights of St. Patrick 
and Knights and Dames Grand Cross and 
Knights and Dames Grand Commander of 
other orders are similarly worn over the 
right shoulder with the badge resting on 
the left hip. Only one broad riband 1s 
worn. If a person possesses more than one 
broad riband, it is usual for that of the 
senior order to be worn, but it is permis- 
sible, if more appropriate, for a junior one 
to be worn. 

(ii) Stars are worn on the left breast. 
When two stars are worn the senior is 
placed directly above the other. When 
three stars are worn at a function organized 
by or for the representative of a foreign 
state (see footnote ¢ to para. 4), they are 
worm in triangular formation, with the 
star of the foreign state at the apex and 
the two British stars below in line, the 
senior British star being towards the 
wearer’s right. When it is the custom in 
the foreign country concerned to wear 
stars of orders on the right side, such stars 
of orders are to be so worn with R.A.F. 
uniform. Examples showing the manner 
of wearing stars by a person in possession 
of British and/or foreign stars are given in 
paras. 50 to 57 

(iii) Collars of orders—instructions on 
the wearing of collars of orders are given 
in paras. 45 to 49. 

(b) The insignia of the 2nd Class (Knights 
and Dames Commander) are worn as 
follows: 

(i) Stars are worn on the left breast. 
The instructions in sub-para. (a) (ii) apply 
also to Knights and Dames Commander. 

(ii) Neck decorations—the riband, which 
may be of full width or miniature width at 
the discretion of the wearer, with the badge 
attached, is worn round the neck and 
under the collar so that the badge hangs 
over the tie (for chaplains, over the clerical 
stock). When the Knight or Dame Com- 
mander is in possession of more than one 
riband and badge, the badge of the senior 
order is normally worn on top, the second 
badge is worn below the other, suspended 
from a riband emerging three-quarters of an 
inch below the top buttonhole of the jacket, 
a small eye being stitched inside the jacket to 
which the riband is fastened by a hook. 
At a function organized by or for the repre- 
sentative of a foreign state, the neck 
decoration of that foreign state is to be 
given precedence. 


(c) The insignia of the 3rd Class (Com- 
panion or Commander) are ribbons and 
badges worn round the neck in the manner 
prescribed in sub-para. (5) (ii). 

(d) The insignia of the 4th and 5th Classes 
(Officer or Member), and the Badge of a 
Companion of the Distinguished Service 
Order, are to be worm on the left breast in 
the sequence laid down in para. 37. 


Exceptions 
21. (a) Each of the undermentioned orders 
comprises a badge which is worn as a neck 
decoration; the badge is never worm in 
miniature :— 

(i) Order of Merit. 


WEARING OF ORDERS, ETC., 


Orders, etc., to be Worn with Nos. 4, 5, and 
8 Dresses 


22. (a) When uniform is worn in lieu of full 
evening dress, on the occasions detailed in 
para. 25, the undermentioned orders, etc., are 
to be worn:— 


(i) With No. 4 dress, the broad riband 
with insignia (if the Sovereign, a repre- 
sentative of the Sovereign, or other member 
of the Royal Family, is present, or if speci- 
ally ordered); a maximum of three stars, 
but not more than two British stars; a 
maximum of two neck decorations; and 
full-size medals. (Aiguillettes are also to 
be worn by entitled officers.) 


(ii) With No. 5 dress and No. 8 dress, 
the broad riband with insignia, on all 
occasions specified in para. 25; a maximum 
of three stars, but not more than two 
British stars; ome neck decoration; and 
miniature medals. (Aiguillettes are also 
to be worn by entitled officers.) 


(6) On special mess occasions, which are 
to be determined by an officer not below air 
rank, insignia of orders, decorations, and 
medals, as detailed in sub-para. (a), are to 
be worn. R.A.F. guest nights are not 
normally to be regarded as “‘special occa- 
sions’. When attending naval or military 
dinners, dances, and functions, officers should 
ask about the wearing of orders, etc. 


(c) On occasions other than those detailed 
in para. 25 and sub-para. (6), the under- 
mentioned insignia of orders, etc., are to be 
worn :— 


(i) With No. 4 dress, medal ribbons 
only. 

(ii) With No. 5 dress and No. 8 dress, 
miniatures only of badges of orders, decora- 
tions, and medals, on a miniature medal 
brooch. 
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(ii) Order of the Companions of Honour 

(men). 

(6) Each of the undermentioned orders 
comprises a badge to be worn by women, 
when in uniform, as a neck decoration; the 
badge is never worn in miniature:— 


(i) Order of the Crown of India. 


(ii) Order of the Companions of Honour 
(women). . 


(c) The ribbons of the following orders are 
never worn on the left breast with other 
medal ribbons, and the badges are never 
worn in miniature :— 


(1) The Order of the Garter. 
(ii) The Order of the Thistle. 
(iii) The Order of St. Patrick. 


WITH EVENING UNIFORM 


Manner of Wearing Orders, etc., with 
Evening Uniform 

23. With No. 4 dress, orders, decorations, 
and medals, are worn in exactly the same 
manner as prescribed for No. 1 dress. With 
No. 5 dress and No. 8 dress, orders, decora- 
tions, and medals, are worn as follows:— 


(a) The broad ribands of Knights of the 
Order of the Garter, Thistle, and St. Patrick, 
and Knights Grand Cross and Knights 
Grand Commander of other orders, are to 
be worn under the jacket, but over the waist- 
coat of No. 5 dress, and over the cummer- 
bund of No. 8 dress. The broad riband is 
not to pass over the shoulder and down the 
back, as with the No. 1 dress jacket; it is to 
be fastened on the waistcoat of the No. 5 
dress at the front of the armhole, with two 
holes and buttons, and at the opposite hip 
front by a buttonholed pointed flap. With 
No. 8 dress, the riband is to be similarly 
fastened to the shirt and cummerbund. The 
top edge of the riband is to be fastened to 
avoid sagging and undue covering of the shirt 
front. The broad riband of Knights of the 
Order of the Garter and the Thistle are to be 
fastened at the front of the left armhole, the 
badge resting on the right hip. The broad 
ribands of other orders are to be fastened at 
the front of the right armhole, the badge 
resting on the left hip.

24. When orders, decorations, and medals, 
are required to be worn with morning dress 
on official occasions and at public functions, 
the method of wearing the insignia of orders, 
etc., is as follows:—

The ribbons of the orders, decorations, and 
medals, may be worn on all occasions, at the 
discretion of the holder. The ribbons are to 
be mounted on a medal ribbon brooch and 
worn on the left breast of the coat, or ina 
corresponding place on the dress, as appro- 
priate. 


Evening Dress 

25. The occasions on which orders, minia- 
tures, decorations, and medals, are worn with 
evening dress are detailed below :— 


(a) All parties and dinners when any of the 
undermentioned members of the Royal 
Family are present :— 

Their Majesties— 

The Queen 
Queen Elizabeth, the Queen Mother 
Queen Mary 
Their Royal Highnesses— 
The Duke of Edinburgh 
The Princess Margaret 
The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester 
The Princess Royal

(The host should notify his guests if any of 
the above-mentioned members of the Royal 
Family will be present.) 


(6) All parties and dinners given in houses 
of ambassadors and ministers accredited to 
Her Majesty’s Court, unless otherwise noti- 
fied by the ambassador or minister con- 
cerned. (A decoration of the country con- 
cerned is to be worn in preference to a British 
one and, if both are worn, the former is to 
take precedence over the latter.) 


(c) All official dinners and _ receptions, 
including naval, military, and R.A.F. dinners, 
dinners of city livery companies, and public 

ers. (The word “decorations” on the 
invitation card will be the intimation from the 
host that the entertainment is an official one. 
It is impracticable to give a more specific 
definition of ‘“‘official’’, but guests should 
understand that if ‘“‘decorations” are inti- 
mated they are required to wear insignia of 
orders, decorations, and medals, as _ pre- 
scribed in para. 26.) 

(d) On official occasions, when the hosts 
are :— 

(i) The lord lieutenant of the county, 
within his county. 

(ii) The high sheriff of a county, within 
his county. 


(iii) Cabinet ministers. 
(iv) Ex-cabinet ministers. 
(v) Knights of the Order of the Garter. 
(vi) Knights of the Order of the Thistle. 
(vii) Knights of the Order of St. Patrick. 
(viii) Great officers of state and of the 
Queen’s Household. 
(ix) Lord mayors and mayors. 
(x) Lord provosts and provosts. 


(The word “decorations” on the invitation 
card will be the intimation from the host 
that the entertainment is an official one.) 

(e) The above instructions do not affect 
the practice thereby the Knights of the Orders 
of the Garter, Thistle, and St. Patrick, and 
Members of the Order of Merit, the Order of 
the Crown of India, and the Order of the 
Companions of Honour, wear their insignia 
in accordance with previous custom. 


26. Orders, etc., to be Worn with Evening 
Dress. 


(a) (i) Knights Grand Cross and Knights 
Grand Commander are to wear the stars 
of their orders (up to a maximum of four), 
together with one broad riband, one neck 
decoration, and miniatures. 


(ii) If in possession of more than one 
broad riband, it is usual for that of the 
senior order to be worn, but it is permissible, 
if more appropriate, for a junior one to be 
worn. 


(6) Knights Commander are to wear the 
stars of their orders (up to a maximum of 
four), together with one neck decoration and 
miniatures. 


(c) Companions and Commanders are to 
wear one neck decoration and miniatures. 
(Companions of the Distinguished Service 
Order wear the badge of the order on the left 
breast in the position assigned to it.) 


(d) Officers and Members are to wear 
miniatures only. 

(e) It is usual for the senior neck decoration 
to be wom; it may however be more appro- 
priate for a junior one to be worn, and it is 
therefore permissible to wear all the neck 
badges (with the exception of the Order of 
Merit, Order of the Crown of India, and 
Order of the Companions of Honours) in 
miniature, with the decorations and medals on 
the lapel of the coat, and in addition the full- 
size neck badge most appropriate to the 
occasion round the neck. Thus, the holder 
of a K.C.M.G., a C.B., and a C.S.I., at an 
official Commonwealth Relations Office 
(India Department) dinner, should wear the 
C.S.I. badge round the neck, and the 
K.C.M.G., C.B., and C.S.I. badges in minia- 
ture on the lapel of the coat. The K.C.M.G. 
star, of course, would be worn on the breast. 
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27. Method of Wearing Orders, etc., with 
Evening Dress. 


(a) The broad ribands of Knights of the 
Order of the Garter, Thistle, and St. Patrick, 
and Knights Grand Cross and Knights 
Grand Commander of other orders, are to 
be worn under the evening dress coat, but 
over the waistcoat, and do not pass over the 
shoulder and down the back as with the 
uniform jacket. The riband is fastened, with 
two holes and buttons, on the waistcoat at 
the front of the armhole and by a buttonholed 
pointed flap at the opposite hip front. The 
top edge of the riband is to be fashioned to 
avoid sagging and undue covering of the shirt 
front. The broad ribands of Knights of the 
Order of the Garter and of the Thistle are 
to be fastened at the front of the left armhole, 
the badge resting on the right hip. The 
broad ribands of other orders are to be 
fastened at the front of the right armhole, the 
badge resting on the left hip. 


(6) Stars (full size, never in miniature) are 
to be worn on the left breast of the tail coat. 
When two stars are worn the senior is to be 
placed directly above the other. Three stars 
are to be worn in triangular formation and 
four stars in diamond formation. The 
senior star is to be worn on top, and the 
senior of the two stars worn horizontally in 
line is to be placed nearer the centre of the 
chest. When it is the custom, in the foreign 
country concerned, to wear stars of orders on 
the right side, such stars of orders are to be 
so worm with evening dress. (For prece- 
dence of stars at foreign functions see 
para. 25 (5). ) 


(c) Neck Decorations. The riband (of 
miniature width) from which the neck 
decoration is suspended is to be worn under 
the white tie, the badge hanging about an 
inch below. 


(d) Miniatures. Miniature badges of 
orders, etc., are to be worn on the left lapel 
of the coat in one horizontal line, one inch 
below the forward point of the shoulder. 
(See para. 23 (e) for further instructions on 
the wearing of miniatures.) 


(e) Ladies holding the insignia of the 2nd 
Class, e.g. Dames Commander of the Order 
of the British Empire, are to wear the bow, 
with the badge attached, immediately and 
centrally below the miniatures, the star being 
affixed below the badge. Ladies holding the 
insignia of the 3rd Class, e.g. Commanders, 
are also to wear the bow and badge imme- 
diately and centrally below the miniatures. 


(f) When insignia of orders of a lower 
class than the C.B.E. or decorations or 
medals are worn by officers of the women’s 


forces in civilian attire, they are to be worn 
in the same manner as that laid down for 
civilian male holders of similar awards. 


(g) Officers of the women’s forces attending 
officers’ mess dances in civilian dress are not 
to wear miniatures or other insignia of 
orders, decorations, etc., unless the occasion 
is one to which the instructions in para. 22 (b) 
or para. 25 apply. 


28. Dinner Jackets. Approval has been 
given, aS a temporary measure, for persons 
who do not possess full evening dress to wear 
miniatures on the left lapel of dinner jackets 
on all occasions when orders, decorations, 
and medals, are worn with evening dress. 
Stars of orders and neck decorations are not 
to be worn with dinner jackets. 


FOREIGN ORDERS, DECORATIONS, AND MEDALS 


29. Regulations governing the wearing of 
foreign orders and medals by persons in the 
service of the Crown are summarized below. 


30. Insignig of foreign orders may not be 
accepted or worn without the previous 
permission of Her Majesty, signified in either 
of the two following ways :— 

(a) By Warrant under the Royal Sign 
Manual, which grants unrestricted per- 
mission to wear the insignia. 

(b) By restricted permission, conveyed 
through Her Majesty’s Private Secretary. 


31. Medals and state decorations not carrying 
membership of an order of chivalry are 
subject to the regulations in the same manner 
as orders, but permission is conveyed by 
letter and not by Royal Warrant. 


32. (a) The rules governing the wearing of 
British orders and decorations apply also to 
foreign orders and decorations for the wearing 
of which full permission has been given. 


(6) Foreign orders and decorations,. for 
the wearing of which restricted permission 
has been granted, are worm with uniform and 
with evening dress (plain clothes) only on the 
occasions specified in the letter of authority. 
Ribbons alone are not to be worn on any 
occasion. Miniatures are to be worn only 
on the occasions specified in the letter of 
authority when evening dress (plain clothes) is 
worn. 


(c) Foreign medals, other than war medals, 
are governed by the same rules as foreign 
decorations. A foreign war medal, or its 
ribbon or miniature, the wearing of which has 
been sanctioned by Her Majesty The Queen, 
is to be worn with all orders of dress, in the 
same way as British medals. 


Ribbons of Foreign Orders, etc. 


33. (a) When worn without their insignia, 
ribbons of foreign orders, decorations, and 
medals, for the wearing of which full per- 
mission has been given, are to be the plain 
ribbons of the orders, etc., except for those 
foreign orders which include a rosette on the 
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ribbon of the badge or insignia of the order, 
when a rosette is also to be worn. 


(5) The ribbon of the foreign order or 
decoration worn is to be that of the grade or 
class which most closely conforms in width 
to that of the British medal ribbon, i.e. 
1} inches, provided a ribbon of a higher 
grade or class to that awarded is not worn. 

(c) “Semi-knots”’, in addition to the 
rosette, are worn on the ribbon of the Legion 
of Honour by officers who have received the 
following classes of that decoration :— 


Grand Cross Two “semi-knots” of gold 
ribbon. 


Grand Officer One ‘“‘semi-knot” of gold, and 
one of silver ribbon. 
Commander Two “semi-knots” of silver 


ribbon. 


The gold and silver ribbons are each } inch 
wide. 


Stars and Neck Decorations of Foreign 
Orders 


34. (a) Stars of foreign orders are worn on 
the right or left breast according to the regula- 
tions laid down by the sovereign or head of 
the state by whom they are conferred. When 
it is the custom in the country concerned to 
wear the badges and/or stars of certain orders 
on the right side, the same procedure is to be 
adopted on all occasions where these insignia 
are worm with uniform or with evening dress 
by British nationals. 


(6) At functions organized by or for the 
representative of a foreign state, the star or 
neck decoration of that state possessed by the 
wearer is to be given precedence over the 
British star or neck decoration usually worn. 
For instance, it would be appropriate for the 
holder of a Legion of Honour badge to wear 
it at an official dinner at the French Embassy 
in place of the senior badge usually worn. 
(See paras. 50 to 57 for examples showing the 
manner of wearing stars by a person in pos- 
session of British and/or foreign stars.) 


(c) In foreign countries, British officers are. 
to wear their foreign stars when foreign 
officers wear theirs. 


NON-MILITARY MEDALS 


35. (a) The only non-military medals that 
can be awarded for acts of gallantry which 
are allowed to be worn with uniform are:— 


(i) British official medals, i.e. the Albert 
Medal, Edward Medal, Board of Trade 
Medal (now described as the Medal for 
Saving Life at Sea). These medals are 
worn on the left breast. 


(ii) The medals of the Royal Humane 
Society, the Stanhope Gold Medal awarded 
by that body, the Medal of the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution, and the 
Life-Saving Medal of the Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem. These medals are 
worn on the right breast, immediately and 
centrally above the flap of the right breast- 


pocket. 
(iii) Medals awarded on behalf of the 


head or government of a foreign state. 
These medals are worn on the left breast. 


(6) Not more than two of the medals 
mentioned in sub-para. (a) may be worn for 
one act of gallantry, viz. one British official 
medal and one of the medals mentioned in 
sub-para. (a) (ii) and (iii). 


(c) In no circumstances are medals awarded 
by private societies, other than those men- 
tioned in sub-para. (a) (ii), to be worn with 
uniform. 


36. When any of the medals referred to in 
para. 35 (a) is awarded to an officer, a state- 
ment of the fact is to be sent to the Air 
Ministry so that the necessary authority may 
be issued for the distinction to be worn. 


SEQUENCE IN WHICH RIBBONS OF ORDERS, DECORATIONS, AND 
MEDALS, SHOULD BE WORN 


37. The following is the current list of the 
sequences in which the ribbons of orders, 
decorations, and medals, should be worn. 
This list in no way affects the precedence 
conferred by the statutes of certain orders 
upon their members :—

® King George V’s Durbar Medal, 1913, in 
gold, may be worn in the United Kingdom 
by ruling chiefs of India only. 
® The official medal for service with a rocket 
life-saving apparatus company or brigade, 
awarded previously on the recommendation 
of the Board of Trade, the Minister of Ship- 
ping, or the Minister of War Transport, and 
now on the recommendation of the Minister 
of Transport. 
1° These awards may be worn only when the 
King’s or Queen’s permission has been given. 


MENTIONS IN DESPATCHES AND KING’S OR QUEEN'S 
COMMENDATIONS 


38. Mention in Despatches, 1914-1919. The 
emblem of bronze oak leaves denoting a 
mention in despatches during the First World 
War 1914-1919 is to be worn on the ribbon of 
the Victory Medal. The award of this 
emblem ceased as from 10th August, 1920. 


39. Mention in Despatches, 1920-1939. The 
single bronze oak Icaf emblem, if granted for 
service in operations between the two world 
wars, is to be worn on the ribbon of the 
appropriate general service medal. If a 
general service medal has not been granted, 
the emblem is to be worn directly on the coat 
after any medal ribbons.* 


40. Mention in Despatches, 1939-1945. The 
single bronze oak leaf emblem signifying in 
the Armed Forces and the Merchant Navy 
either a mention in despatches, a King’s Com- 
mendation for brave conduct, or a King’s 
Commendation for valuable service in the 
air, if granted for service in the Second World 
War 1939-1945, is to be worn on the ribbon 
of the War Medal, 1939-1945. If the War 
Medal has not been granted, the emblem is 
to be worn directly on the coat after any 
medal] ribbons.* 


41. Mention in Despatches, 1945 and Subse- 
quently. The single bronze oak leaf emblem, 
if granted for service in operations after the 
end of hostilities in the Second World War 
1939-1945, is worn on the ribbon of the 
appropriate general service medal. If a 
general service medal has not been granted, 
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the emblem is worn directly on the coat after 
any medal ribbons.* 


42. The single bronze oak leaf emblem is also 
used in the Forces to denote a King’s or 
Queen’s Commendation for brave conduct or 
a King’s or Queen’s Commendation for valu- 
able service in the air, granted since the end 
of hostilities in the Second World War 1939- 
1945S. 


43. King’s or Queen’s Commendations for 
Brave Conduct, 1939-1945 and Subsequently. 
The emblem of silver laurel leaves granted to 
civilians, other than those in the Merchant 
Navy, to denote a King’s Commendation 
for brave conduct during the Second World 
War 1939-1945, is to be worn on the ribbon 
of the Defence Medal. If the Defence Medal 
has not been granted, or the award is for 
services after the war, the emblem is to be 
worn directly on the coat after any medal 
ribbons.* 


44. King’s or Queen’s Commendation for 
Valuable Service in the Air, 1939-1945 and 
Subsequently. The oval silver badge granted 
to denote a King’s or Queen's Commendation 
(civil) for valuable service in the air is to be 
worn on the coat immediately below any 
medals or medal ribbons,* or, in civil air 
line uniform, on the panel of the left breast 


pocket. 


* If there are no medal ribbons, the 
emblem is to be worn in the position in which 
a single ribbon would be worn. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE WEARING OF COLLARS OF ORDERS 


45. Collars of orders of knighthood are to 
be worn on the following days, and on 
other occasions when due notification is 
given :—

46. Collars of orders of knighthood are also 
to be worn when the Sovereign opens or 
prorogues Parliament, and by those taking 
part in the ceremony of an introduction of a 
peer in the House of Lords. They are not to 
be worn after sunset, or at reviews or cere- 
monial parades, unless ordered. 


47. Collars are to be worn over the shoulders 
and over the shoulder straps (if any) and also 
over aiguillettes; they are to be fastened by 
white satin bows 1} inches wide, the collar 
hanging at an equal distance back and front. 


48. Possessors of two or more collars are to 
wear only one collar at a time. 


49. When the collar (from which the badge is 
suspended) is worn, the ribbon with its badge 
is not to be worn, but it may be replaced by the 
ribbon of another order which the individual 
is entitled to wear. 


MANNER OF WEARING BRITISH AND/OR FOREIGN STARS 


50. Two British and One French Star. 


(a) At a non-French function, the two 
British stars only are to be worn. 


(6) At a French function, if the French 
star is one worn on the left breast the stars 
are to be worn in triangular formation, the 
French star being at the apex and the two 
British stars below in line, the senior British 
star being towards the wearer’s right. If the 
French star is one worn on the right breast, 
the senior British star is to be placed directly 
above the other on the left breast, and the 
French star is to be placed centrally on the 
right breast. 


51. Two British and Two French Stars. 


(a2) At a non-French function, the two 
British stars only are to be worn. 


(6) Ata French function, the senior French 
star and the two British stars are to be worn 
in the manner prescribed in para. 50. 


52. One British and One French Star. Both 
stars are to be worn whenever decorations 
are ordered. The French star takes pre- 
«<edence at a French function; the British 
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star takes precedence at all other functions. 


= Two British, One French, and One Greek 


(a) At a British function, or one organized 
by or for the representative of a foreign state 
other than France or Greece, the two British 
Stars only are to be worn. 


(6) At a French function, the British and 
French stars only are to be worn in the 
manner prescribed in para. 50. 


(c) At a Greek function, the British and 
Greek stars only are to be worn in the manner 
prescribed in para. 50. 


54. One British and One French, and One 
Greek Star. 


(a) At a British function, or one organized 
by or for the representative of a foreign state 
other than France or Greece, two stars only 
are to be worn; the British and one of the 
foreign stars according to the wearer’s choice. 


(6) At a French function, the British and 
French stars only are to be worn, the French 
star taking precedence. 


(c) At a Greek function, the British and 
Greek stars only are to be worn, the Greek 
star taking precedence. 


55. One British and One or More Foreign 
Stars. One British and one foreign star only 
are to be worm whenever decorations are 
ordered. 


56. No British Stars, but One or More 
Foreign Stars. A maximum of two foreign 
stars may be worn on any occasion on which 
decorations are ordered, the senior foreign 
star taking precedence, unless the function is 
arranged by or for the representative of the

state which awarded the junior star. 


57. From the above it will be seen that the 
maximum number of stars to be worn with 
any uniform is three. British stars (maximum 
of two) are always to be worn on the occa- 
sions specified, and must take precedence 
over foreign stars, except at a function 
arranged by or for the representative of a 
foreign state, when the star of that state is 
given precedence. Not more than two 
foreign stars may be worn with uniform on 
any occasion, and then only if the wearer is 
not in possession of a British star. 


CHAPTER 4 
WEARING OF AIGUILLETTES AND DEVICES 


1. Authority is given for the wearing of 
aiguillettes and devices at home and abroad 
by officers of the ranks and holding the 
appointments detailed in para. 10; those 
mentioned in sub-paras. (6) to (d) and 
equerries to other members of the Royal 
Family receive an allowance under the terms 
of para. 11 of A.M.O. A.58/53 for the 
purchase of aiguillettes and shoulder devices, 
which are to be obtained from trade sources. 
Other eligible officers are to have aiguillettes 
issued to them on loan from service stores, 
demands for which are to be submitted to the 
Air Ministry (E.13); when their appoint- 
ments are relinquished the aiguillettes are to 
be withdrawn for reissue. When an R.A.F. 
officer appointed as A.D.C. to a dominion 
or colonial governor is not succeeded by an 
R.A.F. officer, he is to return the aiguillettes 
to No. 25 Maintenance Unit, Hartlebury. 


2. Aiguillettes. With the exception of the 
appointments listed in para. 3, the aiguillette 
is to be attached to the right shoulder of the 
jacket by a hook or button placed centrally 
on the shoulder three-quarters of an inch 
from the outside shoulder seam. The loop 
of the aiguillette from which the tags are 
suspended is to be attached to a hook or 
button sewn under the right lapel of the 
jacket so that, on No. 1 dress (or old pattern 
service dress) and No. 6 dress, the tags fall 
over and in line with the inner seam of the 
right-hand breast pocket. On No. 5 and 
No. 8 dress jackets, the loop from which the 
tags are suspended is to be attached to a 
hook or button sewn under the collar at the 
join of the collar and lapel. The hook or 
button is to be so attached as to ensure that 
none of the aiguillette is hidden by the lapel. 
The length of the longer cord is to be such 
that the lower edge of the cord under the arm 
is in line with the bottom seam of the breast 
pocket (i.e. about one inch above the waist 
belt) of the No. 1 dress (or old pattern 
service dress) and No. 6 dress jackets, and in 
line with the middle button of No. 5 and 
No. 8 dress jackets. 


3. Officers holding the following appoint- 
ments are to wear the aiguillette in the 
manner described in para. 2 but on the left 
shoulder :— 


(a) Air attachés. 
(b) Personal staff officers (or personal air 
secretaries) to members of the Air Council. 


(c) Personal staff officer and personal 
assistant to the Inspector General of the 
R.A.F. 
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(d) Personal staff officers and/or personal 
assistants to Cs.-in-C. and to A.Os.C.-in-C. 


(e) Personal assistant to the air deputy 
to the Supreme Allied Commander, Europe. 


(f) Personal staff officer to the head of the 
British Joint Services Mission, Washington, 
when the latter appointment is held by an 
R.A.F. officer. 


(g) Personal assistant to the head of Air 
Force Staff, British Joint Services Mission, 
Washington. 


(h) Personal assistants to the A.Os.C. 
groups and equivalent formations abroad. 


(j) Personal assistants to Air Officers 
Commanding, Nos. 18, 19, and 67 Groups. 


4. Dress with which Aiguillettes are to be 
Worn. Aijguillettes are to be worn as appro- 
priate with No. 1 dress (or old pattern service 
dress), Nos. 4, 5, 6, 6A, and 8 dresses on the 
occasions stated in para. 6. 


5. All officers who are entitled to wear 
aiguillettes are to wear shoulder straps on 
both shoulders of the jacket of the No. 1 
dress (or old pattern service dress). Officers 
entitled to wear a shoulder device are to wear 
shoulder straps on No. 5 dress jacket also. 
Shoulder straps are to be of the same material 
as the jacket, and are to be sewn into the 
shoulder seam and affixed by a small R.A.F. 
button close to the collar of the jacket. 


6. Occasions on which Aiguillettes are to be 
Worn. With the exception of personal staff 
officers and personal assistants, officers 
eligible to wear aiguillettes are to wear them 
on the following occasions :— 


(a) Her Majesty’s levees. 
(6) The following state occasions :— 


_ (i). When the Queen or her representa- 
tive 1s present. 


(ii) The. parade in celebration of the 
birthday of the Queen. 

(iii) When specially - ordered on the 
occasion of any parade, ceremony, or 
entertainment, at which a member of the 
Royal Family is present. 


(c) Official occasions, i.e. a function or 
entertainment given or arranged by any 
government department or government 
institution. 

(d) Public occasions, i.e. when invitations 
are issued in the name of a municipal cor- 
poration, institution, or livery company. 


(e) When visiting naval or military estab- 
lishments on formal occasions. 


(f) When inspecting and taking the salute 
at ‘‘passing out’”’ parades, or when attending 
as a spectator. 


(g) When meeting or attending upon very 
important persons in an official capacity, i.e. 
representing the Royal Air Force or the Air 
Council. 


(hk) Funerals and memorial services. 


(j) On such other occasions as the Air 
Council may direct. 


7. Personal staff officers and personal assis- 
tants eligible to wear aiguillettes are to wear 
them when in attendance in an Official 
capacity upon the senior officer concerned. 


8. Shoulder Devices (In Capital Letters). The 
shoulder device is a Royal Cypher surmounted 
by a crown, both of gilt. Three sizes of the 
Royal Cypher have been approved as fol- 
lows :— 


(a) Large. Cypher 1} inches high and 
13 inches wide; including fixed crown. For 
wear with Nos. 1, 2, 4, and 6 dresses and 
greatcoat. 

(b) Small. Cypher } inch high and } inch 
wide; including fixed crown. For wear with 
Nos. 5, 6a, and 8 dresses. 


(c) Miniature. Cypher ; inch high and 
£ inch wide; including fixed crown. For wear 
by officers who have held the appointment of 
Principal Air A.D.C. to the Sovereign and 
Air A.D.C. to the Sovereign (see Note 2 to 
para. 10). 


9. The Royal Cypher is worn on both shoulder 
straps. When worn with No. 1 dress and 
No. 5 dress, the Royal Cypher is to be placed 
so that the lowest portion of the device is one 
inch from the bottom of the shoulder straps. 
When worn with No. 2 dress, greatcoat, 
Nos. 6, 6A, and 8 dresses, the device is to be 
superimposed on the lowest rows of ranking 
braid, the bottom of the cypher being even 
with the lower edge of the lowest row of braid.

1. Aiguillette. Officers entitled to wear the aiguillette under the provisions of sub-paras. (c) and 
d), who are also entitled under the provisions of sub-para. (6), are to wear the aiguillette and 
devices appropriate to the appointment under the terms of sub-para. (5). 


2. Shoulder Device. A personal Aide-de-Camp to the Sovereign, who has held that appointment 
during more than one reign, should wear the Royal Cypher of each Sovereign under whom he has 
so served, and should continue to wear them after he has relinquished the appointment. All other 
Officers entitled to wear the Royal Cypher, are to wear the Cypher of the reigning monarch only, 
but a Principal Aide-de-Camp or an Air Aide-de-Camp may, on relinquishing the appointment, 
continue to wear the miniature Royal Cypher of each Sovereign under whom he has so served. 
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CHAPTER 5 
WEARING OF SWORDS 


1. Description of Sword Assembly. 


(a) Belt. The belt is of blue silk web 
13 inches wide, lined blue morocco to match. 
It has two bars of gold embroidery % inch 
wide running lengthwise on upper and lower 
edges of belt. The plate fastener bears the 
eagle and crown surrounded by a laurel 
wreath, with the motto ‘“‘Per Ardua ad 
Astra’”’ under the eagle and within the wreath. 


(b) Sword Slings. The sword slings are 
1 inch wide, with two bars of gold embroidery 
¥ inch wide lengthwise on slings. The 
space between bars is 3 inch. Officers of air 
rank wear distinctive billets. 


(c) Sword. 


(i) The blade is straight, 32} to 32} 
inches long, tapering gradually from 
% inch at the shoulder and fullered both 
sides to a thickness of not less than -04 
inches, starting 2 inches from shoulder to 
within a distance of 17 to 18 inches of the 
point. 

(ii) The mountings consist of: guard, 
grip, back piece, ferrule, undernut, and 
invisible top nut. The guard is of rolled 
brass pierced with an ornamental device, 
including the Royal Cypher and a badge 
showing the Royal Air Force eagle and 
crown made of thin sheet brass, raised 
from underneath and fixed and brazed to 
the dome of the guard. The grip is of 
wood covered with white fish skin, bound 
with gilt wire, and is 44 inches long. The 
backpiece is in the form of an eagle’s head. 


(qd) Sword Knot. The sword knot is of 
blue and gold, and comprises a gold lace 
strap with a blue silk line down the centre, 
gold acorn, and gold and blue slider. 


(e) Scabbard. The scabbard is of best 
English tanned leather, blocked and polished 
and fitted with three brass mounts. The 
rings on the top and middle mount are held 
by a ball attached to a laurel wreath. The 
shoe or chape is surrounded at the mouth 
by a laurel wreath. For officers of air rank 
there is a slight variation in the length of the 
mounts, which are ornamentally chased. 


2. Occasions on which Swords are to be Worn. 
Swords are to be worn by R.A.F. officers on 
the following occasions :— 


(a) Her Majesty’s levees. 


(6) State and other ceremonial occasions 
when ordered, including guards if mounted 
on royal residences. 


(c) Royal escorts. 


(qd) Guards of honour when specially 
ordered. 


(e) When paying visits of ceremony to, or 
receiving visits of ceremony from, governors, 
diplomatic officers of and above the rank of 
chargé d’affaires, foreign officers, and foreign 
functionaries. 


(f) Such other occasions as may be con- 
sidered suitable by the senior air officer 
concerned. 


3. Method of Wearing the Sword. The 
sword is to be worn in the following manner :— 


(a) With No. 1 Dress and No. 6 Dress. 


(i) On guards of honour and ceremonial 
parades, the sword is to be hooked up on 
the sword belt, which is to be worn outside 
the jacket (the detachable belt of the jacket 
is to be removed). 


(Note. Inspecting officers, and their staffs 
wear the sword in the manner described in 
sub-para. (a) (ii).) 


(ii) On other occasions the sword is to 
be slung on the sword belt, which is to be 
worn under the jacket. 


(b) With Greatcoat. 


(i) On guards of honour and ceremonial 
parades, the sword is to be hooked up on 
the sword belt, which is to be worn outside 
the jacket, and the hilt is to be outside the 
sword slit of the greatcoat. When the old 
pattern greatcoat is worm, the belt of the 
greatcoat is to be buttoned inside. 


(Note. Inspecting officers, and their staffs 
wear the sword in the manner described in 
sub-para. (5) (ii).) 


(ii) On other occasions the sword is to 
be slung on the sword belt, which is to be 
worn under the jacket. The hilt is to pro- 
trude through the wrap-over of the great- 
coat. 


CHAPTER 6 


BADGES 
RANK BADGES 


Cap, Service Dress 


1. (a) Officers of Air Rank. Wreath of 
laurels surmounted by lion and crown, all 
in gold embroidery. Eagle in gilt metal 
superimposed. Two rows of gold oak leaves 
on peak. 


(b) Group) Captains and Group Officers. 
Eagle in gilt metal above entwined laurel 
leaves of gold embroidery, the whole sur- 
mounted by a crown of gold embroidery. 
One row of gold oak leaves on black patent 
leather peak. 


(c) Officers of Ranks Wing Commander! 
Wing Officer and Below. As for group cap- 
tains but without the row of gold oak leaves, 
and with barathea peak. 


Beret 
2. A badge, the same design as that for the 


cap service dress, but half size. (Either the 
metal or embroidered type is permitted.) 


Shoulder-Straps 


3. (a) With greatcoat, all officers wear rank 
badges of full-width black and blue lace. 


(b) With No. 2 dress, all officers wear 
rank badges of full-width black and blue 
lace. 


(c) With No. 6 dress, all officers wear 
rank badges of full-width black and blue 
lace. ; 


(dq) With khaki bush jackets and shirts, all 
officers wear rank badges of full-width black 
and blue lace in the form of removable loops. 


(e) With Nos. 6A and 8 dresses, all officers 
wear rank badges of half-width gold lace sur- 
mounted by an eagle and crown in gold 
embroidery. Officers of air rank have a 
laurel wreath embroidered in gold round 
the button at the top of the shoulder-strap. 


(f) With suits combination and flying 
Overalls, the shoulder-straps should be of the 
same material as the garment and full-width 
rank badges of black and blue lace should be 
worn. 


(g) In general the space between rows of 
lace is 7, inch for officers of air rank and 
+ inch for officers below air rank, the first 
‘row being } inch from the bottom of the 
shoulder strap; but for the rank of Marshal 
of the Royal Air Force, except for Nos. 6A 
and 8 dresses, the first row of lace is contiguous 
with the bottom of the shoulder-strap, and 
there is no intervening space between the 
rows. 


(h) The eagle and crown worn with Nos. 6A 
and 8 dresses are fixed } inch above the top 
row of lace for ranks of squadron leader, 
squadron officer, and above, and 1} inches 
from the bottom of the shoulder-strap to the 
lowest point of the eagle for other ranks. 


Sleeves 


4. (a) With No. 1 dress, all officers wear 
rings of full-width black and blue ranking 
lace, the centre of the lace being 3} inches 
from the bottom of the cuff and the distance 
between each row +4, inch. 

(6) With No. 5 dress, all officers wear 


ranking lace in full-width gold, positioned as 
for No. 1 dress.

6. (a) Description. 

(i) On the collar, a Maltese Cross in 
black metal with wings of gilt metal, 
“R.A.F.” surrounded by wreath super- 
imposed over centre of cross. 

(ii) On the cap, as in (i) above, sur- 
mounted by crown in gold embroidery. 

(iii) On the scarf, embroidered badge in 
red and gold of the same pattern as the 
cap badge on each end of the scarf. 


(b) Position of the Collar Badge. 


(i) With Nos. 1, 2, and 6 dresses, the

The upright of the cross is to be 
parallel to the inside (rolled) edge, and 
midway between the inside (rolled) edge 
and the outside edge of the collar. 


Medical Branch and P.M.R.A.F.N.S. 
7. (a) Medical Branch. 


(i) The collar badge for Nos. 1, 2, 4, 
and 6 dresses, is a winged caduceus of 
Mercury badge surmounted by a crown 
made in “all gilt”. The bottom of the 
badge is to be 1 inch above the inner end of 
the step opening, the staff of the badge to 
be parallel to the inside (rolled) edge and 
midway between that and the outside edge 
of the collar. 


(ii) The lapel badge for Nos. 5 and 8 
dresses is the same as the collar badge but 
with silver wings. The crown of the badge 
is to be } inch below the inner end of the 
step opening of the jacket collar and the 
staff of the badge is to be parallel to the 
inside rolled edge.

(i) The collar and cape badges are the 
same as the medical collar badge and, for 
No. 1 dress, in the same position. With 
No. 2 dress, the badges are wom on the 
shoulder cape, the staff of the badge 
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placed diagonally on the front corners of 
the cape, midway between points of facing 
on cape. 

(ii) The lapel badges for Nos. 6 and 8 
dresses are all-gilt badge for No. 6 dress 
but with silver wings for No. 8 dress. 
The staff of the badges is to be placed 
diagonally on the top corners of the frock 
collar, the bottom of the badge being 
4 inch above the collar points.

8. (a) The collar badge for Nos. 1, 2, and6 
dresses is an all-gilt badge consisting of a 
laurel wreath with the letters “D.B.”’ placed 
therein and flanked on each side by wings. 
The bottom of the badge is to be 1 inch 
above the inner end of the step opening and 
midway between the inside (rolled) edge and 
outside edge of the collar. The long axis of 
the badge is to be horizontal. 


(5) The lapel badge for Nos. 5 and 8 
dresses is the same as in sub-para. (a).

For No. 6 dress and bush jackets 
the badge is to be printed in red on a khaki 
background.

10. Officers are to wear the letter ‘‘A” in 
gilt metal, 3 inch in height for jackets and

All 
cadets of the senior entry will wear gold lace 
edging and a miniature R.A.F. button on the 
gorget patch, the miniature button being 
+ inch from top of gorget patch. 


(b) No. 2 Dress. Gorget patches are to 
be worn as for No. 1 dress and a coloured 
silk cord lanyard, blue, red, or yellow, is to be 
worn on the right shoulder to denote the 
squadron. 


(c) In addition, under-officers are to wear 
pilot officer ranking braid in the form of an 
inverted ‘“V’” on both sleeve cuffs of the 
jacket, and N.C.Os. are to wear full-size 
chevrons on the upper arms of both sleeves. 
These distinctions are to be wom on No. 1 
dress, cadets’ service dress, No. 2 dress, and 
greatcoat. 

(d) Head-Dress. 


(i) On the field service cap, warrant 
officer pattern, a white band 1} inches 
wide is to be worn round the cap, the bottom 
edge of the band being contiguous to the 
base. An eagle and crown cap badge is 
to be worn on this cap. (This cap may be 
used while stocks permit.) 


(ii) On the cap, service dress, warrant 
officer pattern, a white band 14 inches 
wide is to be worn round the cap so that it 
covers the black mohair band, and a 
warrant officer pattern cap badge is to be 
superimposed. 

(iii) On the cap, service dress, officer 
pattern, a white band 14 inches wide is to 
be worn round the cap so that it covers the 
black mohair band, and an officer pattern 
cap badge is to be superimposed. 

(e) Greatcoat. Only the rank distinctions 


of under-officers and N.C.Os. are to be worn 
on the greatcoat. 


15. Other Officer Cadets 


(a) Nos. 1 and 2 Dresses. A white pointed 
gorget patch, with coloured braid centrally 
superimposed to denote squadron, is to be 
worn above the step of each lapel of the 
jacket or blouse. 


(6) Head-Dress. 


(i) On the service dress cap (R.A.F.), 
a white band 14 inches wide is to be worn 
round the cap covering the black mohair 
band and with the cap badge superimposed. 

(ii) On the service dress cap (W.R.A.F.) 
and beret, a white plastic disc 2 inches in 
diameter is to be worn with the cap badge 
superimposed. 
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(c) Greatcoat. No distinctions are to be 
worn on the greatcoat. 


16. Officer Cadet Pilot/Navigators. In addi- 
tion to the insignia described in para. 15,

CHAPTER 7 
WEBBING EQUIPMENT 


1. Webbing equipment when worn by officers 
is to be of airmen’s pattern and is to be 
obtained, as required, on loan from R.A.F. 
equipment sections, 


2. Except as permitted in ‘paras. 5 and 6, or 
when carrying pistols, officers are not to wear 
any items of webbing equipment. 


3. Officers are to carry pistols on guards of 
honour when greatcoats are not worn and 
swords are not carried; on these occasions 
they are to wear the following items of blue- 
grey equipment :— 

(a) Waist-belt. 

(6) Right brace. 

(c) Brace attachment. 

(d) Pistol case. 

(e) Ammunition pouch. 

(f) Lanyard. 


4. The webbing equipment is to be worn with 
the right brace attached to the rear left of 


the waist-belt, then passing over the right 
shoulder before joining the brace attachment 
which is fitted to the left front of the waist- 
belt. The pistol case is to be carried on the 
right front of the waist-belt and the ammuni- 
tion pouch on the left front. The lanyard 
which is attached to the pistol will have its 
loop underneath the jacket collar with the 
slide adjusted to be centrally above the top 
jacket button. 


5. Under active service conditions, webbing 
equipment may be worn as required and 
ordered by the C.-in-C. or A.O.C. concerned. 
For ground defence training, items of blue- 
grey web equipment are to be worn at the 
discretion of commanding officers. 


6. R.A.F. Regiment officers when employed 
on non-training duties in No. 2 dress are to | 
wear the blue-grey webbing waist-belt and 
anklets. When on training duties they are 
also to wear the belt and anklets but in 
addition may be required to wear other 
items of webbing equipment, as ordered by 
O.C. unit.

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CHAPTER 8. 
MALE OFFICERS, ALL BRANCHES 


1. Beret. Of blue-grey knitted cloth, fibre 
board support at back of badge and leather 
band lining. 


2. Blouse (No. 2 Dress). Of blue-grey serge, 
or barathea if desired, the blouse is cut 
with a single-breasted collar and _ lapel, 
whole back, two side seams, pleats at the 
back, a fly front to button four. Two out- 
side patch and pleated breast pockets with 
flaps to button, shoulder-straps, waist-band 
and cuffs. The pleats in the pockets are 
12 inches wide and the stitching of the turn 
down of the breast pockets is covered by the 
pocket flaps. The top edges of the breast 
pocket flaps are aligned 3 inch above the top 
buttonhole of the fly front, the bottom 
buttonhole on the fly being 14 inches above 
the top edge of the belt. The waist-band is 
3 inches in depth with an extension tapering 
to 13 inches on the left side and is fastened 
by means of a hook and retaining bar. The 
shoulder-straps, 2} inches in width at the 
base, are sewn in with the armhole seams 
and extend to ? inch beyond the collar 
seam; they are fastened by flat shoulder 
buttons that are covered by the fall of the 
collar. The sleeves have laid-on cuffs, 
6 inches in depth at the points and 3 inches in 
depth at the narrowest part. The back of the 
blouse has vertical knife pleats, on each side 
of the centre, running into the top of the 
waist-band and pressed.

4. Boots, Wellington. Of black calf or patent 
leather. 


5. Cap, Service Dress. Of blue barathea 
cloth. Peak of same material as cap for 
Officers of all ranks of wing commander and 
below. Officers of air rank and group 
captains wear a black patent leather peak. 
A band of black mohair braid is worn round 
the cap. For badges see Chapter 6, para. 1. 


6. Cap, Directors of Music. Service dress 
type of cap with black patent leather peak 
and gold lace of the same pattern as worn by 
warrant officers of the music services. The 
cap badge is of the normal gold embroidered, 
Officers’ service dress cap pattern. 


7. Coat, Optional. “British Warm” style, of 
blue-grey fleece cloth. Built-in shoulder- 
straps with black and blue ranking braid. 
Blue leather buttons size 36 and 40 line. May 
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be worn instead of the greatcoat, except on 
parades, when No. 1 dress is ordered, and on 
ceremonial occasions. 


8. Collars. 


(a) Nos. 1 and 2 dresses—of semi-stiff 
pee blue-grey in colour of approved 
shade. 


(6) No. 4 dress—white, soft, turned down 
pattern. 


(c) No. 5 dress—white, stiff, wing pointed. 


9. Frock Coat (No. 10 Dress). Of blue- 
grey Venetian cloth. Double-breasted with 
two rows of Royal Air Force gilt buttons 
down the front, six in each row at equal 
distance. The bottom buttons are 44 inches 
apart, the second 54 inches, third 7 inches, 
fourth 8 inches, fifth 9 inches, and sixth 
10 inches. Medal ribbons are sewn midway 
between the fifth and sixth rows of buttons 
on the left breast. The sleeves are plain with 
vent at cuff, with three Royal Air Force 
gilt buttons with buttonholes j inch from the 
edge of the cuff and 4 inch apart. A brass 
belt hook is fitted to the left side by sewing 
into the waist seam 3? inches forward from 
the side body seam. The collar is of the 
stand type, 13 inches deep with two hooks 
and eyes at the centre front. Collar badges 
are embroidered on to the collar, one on 
either side and } inch from the centre front. 
The badge consists of the letters “R.A.F.” 
in gold wire lettering, surmounted by a gold 
and red crown and surrounded by a laurel 
wreath in gold wire. The back has no centre 
seam, but side-body seams to the waist where 
two Royal Air Force gilt buttons are sewn 
4 inches apart. Back flaps are sewn in the 
skirt with seams 114 inches long, 14 inches 
at the widest point tapering to nothing at the 
waist seam, with Royal Air Force gilt but- 
tons plugged through at the widest point. 
Shoulder-straps are made of the same 
material as the coat and are sewn into the 
shoulder seam with buttonhole 1! inch from 
the mitred point. The straps are 2} inches 
wide at the sleeve seam and 1} inches at the 
top and show narrow gold ranking lace and 
gold embroidered eagle and crown. The 
coat is lined with Royal Air Force blue art 
silk twill, the top part of which is quilted to 
the waist seam and there are two skirt 
pockets. 


10. Gloves. Of brown leather with one 
button (plain brown bone). 


11. Greatcoat. Of blue-grey fleece cloth, 
double-breasted. deep collar and lapels, and 
gauntlet cuffs 4 inches in depth. Inverted 
pleat at the back, with concealed and fastened 
vent to improve the fall. Half belt at the 
back with two buttons. Built-in shoulder- 
straps with black and blue ranking braid. 
Size 37 line Royal Air Force gilt buttons. 
The coat should reach 5 inches below the 
centre of the knee and provision is made for 
a sword slit. 


12. Jacket (Nos. 1, 4, and 9 Dresses). Of 
blue-grey barathea cloth, single-breasted, 
cut as a lounge coat to waist, loose at chest 
and shoulders; fitted at waist, seam down 
centre of back to waist-belt. The belt is 
2 inches in width, detachable by means of 
tape and press studs, fastened with a two- 
pronged gilt buckle, and has three pairs of 
eyelet holes. Step collar. No shoulder- 
straps (except for officers entitled to wear 
aiguillettes). Plain rounded cuffs, with 
rings of full width black and blue ranking 
braid. Two cross-patch pockets with triple 
pointed flaps fastened with a size 27 line 
Royal Air Force gilt button. The pockets 
are 6} inches wide and 7} inches deep to top 
of flap, and have a 2} inches box pleat in the 
centre. Two expanding pockets below the 
waist 9} inches wide at the top, 10} inches at 
the bottom and 8 inches deep to top of pocket. 
Flap with buttonhole to cover pockets 
34 inches deep and 10} inches wide fastened 
with a size 27 line Royal Air Force gilt 
button.

The third are situated above 
the lapel and in line with the two lower 
buttons. The top link buttonholes only are 
worked through to carry the link. There 
are no shoulder-straps but rank distinction 
is carried on cuffs by means of full width 
gold lace.

Of blue-grey gabardine, made 
in double-breasted style, fully lined, with 
two-way collar and lapels, set-in sleeves, 
shoulder-straps, flap at top of right fore- 
part, side pockets (with welt and inside 
patch), belt and back vent. To have five 
buttonholes and buttons on each forepart, 
and a jigger button inside the garment, 
underneath the middle button on the left 
forepart, to fasten the fronts. The loose 
belt is to be 24 inches in width and provided 
with a one-prong leather covered buckle, 
loose runner, and seven eyelets. The eyelets 
are spaced 1} inches apart with the front one 
3 inches from the point of the belt. The 
shoulder-straps, 24 inches in width, lie flat 
on the shoulders with the pointed end of the 
strap } inch from the seam of the collar. 
Plain bone black buttons. Black and blue 
detachable ranking braid on shoulder-straps. 


16. Shirts. 

(a) Nos. 1 and 2 dresses—poplin shirt 
with double cuffs; the approved shade of 
blue-grey. 


(6) No. 5 dress—white shirt with stiff 
front and cuffs. One or two stud holes. 
Plain gold studs and links. 


(c) No. 4 dress—white shirt, soft fronted 
with soft double cuffs. 


Note. The soft shirt and collar may be 
worn with No. 5 dress on the !ess formal 
occasions. 


17. Shoes. Black calf, Oxford pattern, with 
plain toe cap having two rows of single 
stitching not more than ¥ inch apart (toe- 
caps are not to be punched or brogued). 
Sole to be of medium weight. 


18. Socks. Plain black, knitted wool. 


19. Ties. For Nos. | and 2 dresses, of plain 
black, open end, fastened in a sailor’s knot. 
For Nos. 4 and 5 dresses, of plain black for 
tying as a bow. 
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20. Trousers. 


(a) Nos. 1, 4, and 9 dresses—of blue-grey 
barathea cloth, ordinary service pattern, 
without permanent turn-ups and having 
plain seams. (May be worn with No. 5 
dress.) 


(b) Nos. 2 and 3 dresses—of blue-grey 
serge, or barathea if desired, without turn- 
ups and having plain seams. Two side 
pockets are provided and one hip pocket on 
the right-hand side with flap to button. The 
waist-band is 2 eee i depth, the extension 
fitted with a hook “which engages with a 
retaining bar stitched to the right-hand side 
of the waist-band. Brace buttons are sewn on 
the inside of the waist-band and the trousers 
made self-supporting by side straps and 
buckles. 


21. Tunic—Full Dress (No. 9 Dress). Of 
blue-grey Venetian cloth. Single-breasted, 
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seven buttons (bottom button half-inch 
below waist seam). Skirt of tunic pleated in 
centre in three pleats, from the waist down- 
wards, with two Royal Air Force buttons at 
the top. Pocket with perpendicular opening, 
on left, inside. Plain cuffs, with rings of 
full-width gold lace denoting rank. Collars 
2} inches high, square fronts, one row of 
34-inch gold lace running up the fronts and 
round top, traced 4 inch below with }-inch 
gold lace. One row of }-inch gold lace 
round bottom edge. Shoulder-straps of 
same material as tunic. Eagle and crown in 
gold embroidery placed 1} inches from the 
bottom of shoulder-strap to bottom of eagle. 


22. Waistcoat (No. 5 Dress). Of blue-grey 
Venetian cloth of evening dress pattern, 
with roll collar and four size 22 line buttons 
of the mounted eagle and crown pattern.

Ribbons of orders, decorations, and 
medals to be stitched to left front of cape 
and the all-gilt medical badge, winged 
caduceus of Mercury surmounted by a 
crown, fitted diagonally at the lower front 
comers. 


3. Caps, Muslin. Of white lawn, handker- 
chief shape, one yard square, 2-inch hem 
(fine hemstitched), Wings and crown 
embroidered in blue across corner of first 
fold, 34 inches from top of crown to point of 
hemstitch. 


4. Gloves. Brown leather, one button (plain 
brown bone). 


5. Greatcoat. The same pattern as that of 
the R.A.F. officer, but without sword-slit. 


6. Hat, Black Felt. Four-cornered with 
black braid band and R.A.F. service dress cap 
type badge in front. 


7. Jacket (No. 1 Dress). Norfolk type 
pattern of blue-grey barathea cloth. The 
front is plain with two stitched down pleats, 
2 inches wide, to fasten with three buttons, 
two above belt and one below. The back is 
plain with two stitched down pleats, 2 inches 
wide. The belt is 2 inches wide and fastens 
with two buttons. The opening of the lapel 
collar is 16 inches from the centre back of 
collar to the first button. The sleeves are 
plain coat style with plain cuffs and with 
rings of full-width black and blue braid 
denoting rank. Two slit pockets are pro- 
vided below the waist with flaps 2 inches wide 
to cover the openings. 


8. Matrons’ Dress (No. 2 Dress). Of blue- 
grey barathea cloth, coat frock style. Stand 
collar fastened at back with hooks and eyes. 
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Coat style sleeves carrying full-width blue 
and black ranking braid. Fastened down 
centre front with 12 buttons spaced 14 inches 
apart and plugged through 1I-inch strapping 
laid on from collar. Skirt has panel back and 
front and side belts at waist. Shoulder cape, 
same material as dress, 12 inches deep, 
24-inch facing, rosette at back with medical 
badges placed diagonally on front corners of 
cape and ribbons of orders, decorations, and 
medals on left side. 


9. Overalls, White Drill (No. 2 Dress, other 
than Matrons’), Of white standard drill 
material. Open centre front 21 inches; 
fastened with 12 dome pearl detachable 
buttons 14 inches apart. Close from bottom 
of buttoning tohem. Roll collar with rounded 
ends. Two patch pockets with mitred piece 
laid on. Centre seam at back and 6-inch 
inverted pleat stitched down 2 inches from 
neck line and finishing 4 inches above the 
waist. Flared skirt. One-piece elbow length 
sleeves with plain sleeve head and mitred 
piece laid on at cuff; also detachable fore- 
arm sleeves, elastic top. No opening at 
wrist; mitred piece laid on round cuff. Two- 
inch belt fastened with three buttons, centre 
button passing through from body of dress, 
and hem 34 inches and 2-inch invisible tuck. 
Measurements are approximate and vary 
according to size of wearer. 


10. Raincoat. The same pattern as that of the 
R.A.F. officer. 


11. Shirt, White Poplin (No. 1 Dress). Soft- 
fronted white shirt with soft double cuffs. 
Detachable soft turned-down white collar. 


12. Shoes. 


(a) No. 1 dress, and matrons’ No. 2 dress— 
black leather, of same pattern as for the 
W.R.A.F. 


(b) No. 2 dress (other than matrons’)— 
laced, white canvas or buckskin. 


13. Skirt (No. 1 Dress). Of blue-grey 
barathea cloth; the skirt has a panel front 
with a panel at the back to correspond, and 
has a placket on the left side which is fitted 
with a sliding fastener. 


14. Stockings. 
(a) No. 1 dress, and matrons’ No. 2 dress— 
black, plain, silk or nylon. 


(b) No. 2 dress (other than matrons’)— 
white, plain, rayon or lisle. 


15. Tie. Plain black, open end, fastened in a 
sailor’s knot. 


16. Uniform Cape (Optional). Of blue-grey 
barathea cloth, length to mid-finger mid- 
knuckle, or according to height of wearer. 
Plain collar of blue barathea, fastened with 
two hooks and eyes; 14-inch stand front, 
2 inches centre back, full edge of collar 
2 inches with one row of stitching 2? inch 
from the edge. There is a seam down centre 
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back ; two shoulder darts; three regulation 
buttons, first button 12? inches down from 
throat, second and third buttons 6 inches 
apart. Front and bottom edge of cape 
bound with 2 inch self material. There is a 
pocket 44 inches by 5 inches deep inside 
left-hand side of cape. The cape is lined with 
blue rayon to match the barathea. 


Note. This item of dress is optional and 
can be worn when on duty, as required, 
both at home and abroad. 


CHAPTER 10 
W.R.A.F. OFFICERS AND CHAPLAINS’ ASSISTANTS 
W.R.A.F. OFFICERS 


1. Beret. As for R.A.F. officers. 


2. Blouse (No. 2 Dress). Of blue-grey serge, 
or barathea if desired, as for R.A.F. officers. 


3. Cap, Service Dress. The crown to be cut 
in four separate pieces; the two centre sec- 
tions, joined with a plain seam down the 
centre of cap from back to front, to form an 
oval shape joined at the ends measuring 
53 inches across the widest part. The outer 
edges to be joined to the side sections by a 
piped seam. The finished crown to measure 
not less than 5 inches more than the size of 
the cap from front to back, and 44 inches 
more than the size of the cap from side to 
side, and to be pleated into the band with 
ten pleats towards the back equally spaced on 
the right side and ten pleats towards the front 
equally spaced on the left side. Two venti- 
lators to be fitted $ of an inch above the band 
to cach side of the cap. The peak to be not 
less than 2} inches deep. The chin strap to 
be the double slide type with a buttonhole 
at each end, the strap being 3 inch wide and 
19 inches long when fully extended. 


4. Coat, Optional. For working and ordin- 
ary occasions. “British Warm’ style, of 
blue-grey fleece cloth. Built-in shoulder- 
straps with black and blue ranking braid and 
blue leather buttons. 


5. Collars. 

(a) For Nos. 1 and 2 dresses—of semi- 
stiff pattern, blue-grey in colour of approved 
shade. 

(b) For No. 4 dress—white, soft, t urned- 
down pattern. 


6. Gloves. Of brown leather, one button 
(plain brown bone). 


7. Greatcoat. Of the same pattern and 
material as that of the R.A.F. officer, but 
without sword-slit. 


8. Jacket (Nos. 1 and 4 Dresses). Of blue-grey 
barathea cloth, the jacket to be single- 
breasted, button four, panel front. The 
foreparts to be provided with a belt let into 
the side seams and the back to be two-piece 
with side vents. Two breast pockets with 
centre pleats, flaps with hole and button, to 
be provided on the jacket. The jacket to 
have plain set-in sleeves and furnished with 
the appropriate ranking braid. 


9. Raincoat. Of the same pattern and material 
as that of the R.A.F. officer. 


10. Shirts. 


(a) Nos. 1 and 2 dresses—poplin shirt, of 
the approved shade of blue-grey. 


(b) No. 4 dress—white shirt, soft-fronted 
with soft double cuffs. 


11. Skirt (Nos. 1 and 4 Dresses). Of blue- 
grey barathea cloth, the skirt to be six-gore 
with waist-band and placket on the left side, 
which is to be fitted with a sliding fastener. 
The front and back panel to be cut with the 
centre line running straight down the piece. 


12. Skirt (No. 2 Dress). Of blue-grey serge, 
or barathea if desired, of same pattern as for 
Nos. | and 4 dresses. 


13. Shoes. To be of unprinted leather. 
The design to be “Derby” pattern, apron 
front. Construction: Goodyear  welted 
leather outer sole and top piece, upper 
material full chrome box calf, cuban heel 
13 inch high. 


14. Stockings. Colour blue-grey, in nylon, 
silk, rayon, or lisle. 


15. Tie. Of plain black, open end, fastened 
in a sailor’s knot. 


CHAPLAINS’ ASSISTANTS 


16. Chaplains’ assistants are to wear uniform 
to the same specifications as laid down for 
the W.R.A.F., except that no badges of rank 
are permitted and the following insignia 
replace those worn by the W.R.A.F. :— 

(a) Special Duties cap badge in place of 
the R.A.F. pattern cap badge. 

(6) Official Duties shoulder flash worn 
on both shoulder-straps of No. 2 dress, 
greatcoat, and raincoat, and on both shoulders 
of No. 1 dress, the lower edge of the badge 


resting on the sleeve head seam with the 
“Eagle” flying to the rear. 


17. In addition, brown leather buttons are to 
be used in place of R.A.F. pattern buttons, 
and the belt buckle of No. 1 dress is to be 
covered by brown leather material. The 
“Chaplain Assistant” shoulder badge is also 
to be worn on each sleeve of the garments 
mentioned in para. 16 (5), the centre point of 
the top edge of the badge being positioned 
+ inch below the sleeve head seam.

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CHAPTER 11 
MALE OFFICERS, ALL BRANCHES 


1. Bush Jacket (Optional Dress in Humid 
Areas). Of standard pattern cellular khaki 
No. 1A, with gilt R.A.F. buttons and 2-inch 
gilt two-prong buckle. Stand and fall 
collar with no button, buttonhole, or pro- 
vision for wearing of a tie. Breast pockets, 
pleated with three-point flaps, and fastened 
with one button and two press studs. Side 
pockets, bellows type, fastened with one 
button and starting 14 inches below the waist 
and finishing 1 inch above the hem. Shoulder- 
straps to be stitched into the sleeve head of 
the garment, 2 inches wide at the base 
tapering to 1} inches, and finishing under the 
collar line and fastened by one button. 
The sleeves to be plain one piece, shaped into 
a 3-inch single shirt cuff fastened by a bone 
button. The belt is plain with three sets of 
buckle eyes and stitched to the jacket from 
side seam to side seam. Plain vents on each 
side seam, 5 inches long. The back pleats 
to be as follows :— 


(a) A 2-inch, centre, box pleat, starting 
4 inches below the collar and finishing 
1 inch above the belt. 


(6) A 2-inch, centre, box pleat, starting 
1 inch below the belt and running off at the 
bottom of the garment. 


(c) A knife pleat on each side of the back, 
starting at zero on the shoulder-blade of the 
wearer, pressed towards the sleeve and 
widening to 1} inches at the bottom of the 
skirt. 


2. Cummerbund (No. 8 Dress). Of R.A.F. 
blue-grey art silk, 64 inches deep at the centre, 
tapering to 2} inches. Strap and buckle; 
two fob pockets in lining, 34 inches long and 
34 inches deep. Lined with white art silk. 


3. Gloves, Full Dress, Tropical (No. 6A Dress). 
White kid, one button. 


4. Jacket, Khaki Drill (No. 6 Dress). Of 
khaki drill, specification 2E, single-breasted, 
cut as a lounge coat to waist. Seam down 
centre of back to waist-belt. Skirt to the 
bottom edge, opening at the back from the 
bottom of the garment to the waist line; 
length of skirt (from top of belt) 13 inches 
for an officer 5 feet 9 inches in height, witha 
proportionate variation for any difference in 
height. Belt 2 inches wide, loose from side 
seams, fastened with two-pronged gilt buckle 
and press stud to secure loose end of belt, 
and having three pairs of eyelet holes. Step 
collar depth of opening about 3 inches; 
stiff removable shoulder-straps with blue- 
black ranking braid; cuffs of the pointed 
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pattern, 6 inches high at the point and 
24 inches at the fall. Two cross-patch breast 
pockets with triple pointed flaps; the pockets 
are 6} inches wide and 74 inches deep to 
top of flap, with box pleat in centre 2} inches 
wide. Two expanding pockets below the 
waist, 9} inches wide at top, 104 inches at 
the bottom, and 8 inches deep to top of pocket; 
flap -with buttonhole to cover pockets, 
34 inches deep and 103 inches wide. The 
tops of the pockets are sewn down in the 
corners in such a manner that on field service 
they can be expanded at the top. Outside 
ticket pocket covered by belt on right side. 
Four size 37 line R.A.F. gilt buttons down 
front, the top button being immediately below 
lapels, and the bottom button below belt, 
level with top of pockets. Size 27 line R.A.F. 
gilt buttons are used for pocket flaps and 
removable shoulder-straps, and press studs 
ri to be fitted to corners of breast pocket 
aps. 


5. Mess Jacket (No. 8 Dress). Of white 
drill, with a roll step collar and detachable 
shoulder-straps of blue-grey Venetian cloth 
bearing ranking braid and _ embroidered 
eagle and crown device. The shoulder-straps 
are secured by a screw button of the mounted 
eagle and crown pattern to a metal plate 
sewn underneath the shoulder of jacket. 
The arrangement of buttons and button- 
holes on front of jacket and general design 
is as for the mess dress jacket of No. 5 dress. 


6. Overalls, Full Dress, Tropical (No. 6A 
Dress). White, of fine drill, the same pattern 
as for Mess Dress (a ticket pocket may be 
added). 


7. Shirt, Tropical (Nos. 6 and 7 Dresses). 
Of khaki poplin to match khaki drill uniform, 
the collar being attached for wear with or 
without tie and shoulder-straps being sewn 
into the sleeve heads. The sleeves to be in 
one piece with single cuffs fastened by single 
buttons. Breast pockets to be pleated and 
have three-point flaps fastened by single 
buttons. 


8. Shirt and Collar (No. 8 Dress). 
No. 4 dress. 


As for 


9. Shorts, Khaki Drill (Nos. 6 and 7 Dresses). 
Of khaki drill, specification 2E, the same 
pattem top as for trousers but having fairly 
wide legs. The bottom of shorts to be 3 inches 
above centre of knee cap. 


10. Stockings, Khaki (No. 7 Dress). Of wool 
and cotton mixture of a shade to match 
khaki drill garments. 


11. Trousers, Directors of Music, Tropical 
(No. 11 Dress). Of white satin drill, specifica- 
tion 4, normal service pattern with plain seams, 
no turn-ups but shaped trouser bottoms. 


12. Trousers, Khaki Drill (Nos. 6 and 7 
Dresses). Of khaki drill, specification 2E, 
cut so as to provide pleats at the waist, two 
set forward pockets, right hip pocket, and 
waist-band. The waist-band 23 inches in 
depth, with an extension at each end, shaped 
and tapered to 1} inches in width and pointed 
at the ends to form waist adjusting straps 
10 inches in length, measured from the front 
edge of the respective top side. The two 
ends of the waist-band to have five worked 
eyelets spaced } inch apart, the front eyelet 
being 14 inches from the pointed end. The 
left side of the waist-band to be provided with 
a jutted vent 14 inches in length, and the right 
side of the waist-band with a loop 4 inch in 
width. The jutted vent and the loop to be 
5 inches from the front edge of the respective 
top side straps, which are 4} inches in length 
and 1} inches in width and fitted on the out- 
side of the waist-band. The straps to be 
provided with a buttonhole, button, and 


worked eyelet, and stitched through the 
waist-band 11 inches from the front edge of 
the respective top side. 


13. Tunic, Director of Music, Tropical (No. 11 
Dress). Of white satin drill, specification 4, 
patrol type jacket, single-breasted and fastened 
centrally by five size 37 line R.A.F. gilt 
buttons. Two cross-patch breast pockets 
with box pleats in the centres and triple 
pointed flaps fastened by size 27 line R.A.F. 
gilt buttons. Stiff removable shoulder-straps 
in blue Venetian cloth with eagle and crown 
and gold ranking lace. Cuffs of the pointed 
pattern, 6 inches high at the point and 
24 inches at the fall. 


14. Tunic, Full Dress, Tropical (No. 6A 
Dress). White, of fine drill. Plain stand-up 
collar. Six buttons, single-breasted, no 
pockets. Shaped pointed cuff, 3 inches deep 
at the back and 6 inches deep at the point. 
The side seams to have slits 44 inches in length, 
the centre seam to have no vent. Badges of 
rank are worn as on white mess dress, 1.¢. on 
detachable blue shoulder-straps with gold 
rank braid and eagle and crown. Decorations 
and medals to be worn on a detachable mount- 
ing. Flying badges to be gold embroidered, 
of full size, and detachable. 


CHAPTER 12 
PRINCESS MARY’S ROYAL AIR FORCE NURSING SERVICE 


1. Bush Jacket (No. 9 Dress). Of the same 
material and pattern as for the R.A.F. 


2. Ceremonial Dress (No. 6 Dress). Of white 
tropical weight drill. Coat collar and revers 
(collar has l-inch step and rounded ends). 
Fastened centre front with six white domed 
pearl buttons; first hole 5 inches down from 
neck-line, remainder 2 inches apart. Closed 
from bottom of buttoning to hem. Panel 
back and front with seam down centre back. 
Knife pleats of 3 inches come up from hem 
14 inches each side of panel back and front. 
Shoulders to have two tape loops on each to 
hold service epaulettes with appropriate 
rank marking. Detachable shoulder pads. 
One piece sleeves. Two 14-inch side belts 
with rounded ends to be stitched at back and 
fastened with press studs in front and extend- 
ing 1} inches over the back and front panels. 
(Measurements are approximate and vary 
according to size of wearer.) 


Note. This dress is also the Matrons’ general 
overseas dress. 


3. Court Shoes (No. 8 Dress). Of plain white 
buckskin, medium heel of maximum height 
2} inches. 


4. Hat, White Felt (Nos. 6 and 8 Dresses). Of 
white felt, with a sun-proof lining. R.A.F. 
flash on left side.

5. Mess Dress (No. 8 Dress). The same 
dress as used for ceremonial occasions 
(para. 2), but 22 line regulation mounted gilt 
buttons are substituted for the pearl buttons. 
Mess epaulettes are worn with the appro- 
priate rank marking, and mess type medical 
ee (with silver wings) are worn on the 
collar. 


6. Overalls, White Drill (No. 7 Dress). The 
same dress as worn for home service (No. 2 
dress) but, as the shoulder cape is not used, 
badges of rank are worn on epaulettes fitted 
to the dress, and ribbons of orders, decora- 
tions, and medals, are worn on the left breast. 
The three top buttons of the overall are not 
buttoned, so as to obtain an open neck-line. 


7. Pochette, White (No. 8 Dress). Of white 
drill, flap-over type with hand grip band at 
back. Two compartments, one being fitted 
with a sliding fastener. Flap-over front 
fastened by press studs ateachcorner. Winged 
caduceus of Mercury in gilt fitted diagonally 
at left bottom comer of flap. 


8. Skirt, Khaki Drill (No. 9 Dress). Of the 
same material and pattern as for the W.R.A.F. 


9. Stockings. Of beige coloured rayon, 
nylon, or silk, for Nos. 6, 8, and 9 dresses. 


CHAPTER 13 
WOMEN’S ROYAL AIR FORCE 


1. Bush Jacket (Optional Dress in Humid 
Areas). Of the same material and pattern 
as that of the R.A.F. bush jacket. 


2. Court Shoes (No. 8 Dress). Of plain 
white buckskin, medium heel of maximum 
height 2} inches. 


3. Jacket, Khaki Drill (No. 6 Dress). Of 
the same material and pattern as that of the 
R.A.F. No. 6 dress jacket. 


4. Mess Dress (No. 8 Dress). Of white drill, 
the frock has turned-down collar and lapels 
and carries detachable shoulder epaulettes of 
blue Venetian cloth with half-width gold 
ranking braid surmounted by a gold embroi- 
dered eagle and crown half an inch above the 
top row of braid, and a 22 line R.A.F. gilt 
screw button. The mock breast pockets 
carry 22 line R.A.F. gilt buttons, and on the 
front above the waist are three 37 line R.A.F. 
gilt buttons. The seven-gored skirt is closed 
from a point 2 inches below the waist seam 
with a false fly running down to the hem. 
The belt with gilt buckle is 2 inches wide and 


has eight rows of stitches equally spaced. 
All edges, including the back yoke, are 
stitched +, inch from the edge with a further 
row } inch in. The long two seam sleeves 
taper down to single cuffs 2} inches wide, 
fastened by one 22 line R.A.F. gilt button. 
Short sleeves finishing 14 inches above the 
elbow, with turn back cuffs 1 inch wide 
carrying four rows of stitching, may be worn 
in areas where long sleeves are not essential. 
The frock when worn is to measure 15 inches 
from the ground. 


5. Shirt, Tropical (Nos. 6 and 7 Dresses). Of 
the same material and pattern as that of the 
R.A.F. tropical shirt. 


6. Skirt, Khaki Drill (Nos. 6 and 7 Dresses). 
Of khaki drill, specification 2E, of the same 
pattern as the skirt of No. 1 dress. 


7. Socks, Ankle (No. 7 Dress). 
cotton. 


8. Stockings. No. 6 dress, khaki lisle; No. 8 
dress, beige rayon, nylon, or silk.
